5/9-252.1, and 220 ILCS 519-253, and in support thereof states as follows: 

1. That the Petitioner is an Illinois Corporation duly licensed to do business in the State of 
Illinois, and has for all relevant times has been a customer of Commonwealth Edison 
w'kla COM ED, and further known as EXELON. 

That from May 1990 through just prior to the filing of this complaint, the Respondents 
have over charged the Petitioner for electric service in the Village of Big Rock, Kane 
County, Illinois. 

That the Respondents have erroneously billed your Petitioner in the amount of Eighteen 
Thousand Three Hundred Fifty Two and lOil00 ($18,352.10); that your Petitioner has 
paid these excessive and unjust charges to the Respondents. 

That these charges relate to meter number 997934674; that the aforementioned meter was 
located on property that was not owned by the Petitioner, nor did the Petitioner receive 
any electrical services from the electricity that was measured by this meter. 

That the incorrect billings and payments were discovered on or about March, 2002. 

That a copulation of the illegal billings and payments to the Respondents are attached 
hereto and made a part hereof and marked as Exhibit "A". 

That the Petitioner is entitled to it's reasonable attorneys fees and interest as provided by 
statute and for such other and further relief as in the premises this Tribunal shall deem 
meet and just.
